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A     STUDY     OP  ATTITUDES 

"He  that  hath  knowledge  spareth  his  words. "- 

Old  Testament. 

Do  most  people  really  know  what  they  are  talking 
about?    Are  their  statements  based  on  true  facts  and  sound 
reasoning?    Do  they  display  scientific  investigation,  logi- 
cal thinking,  and  unbiased  opinions?    Let  us  stop  and  con- 
sider some  of  the  statements  and  opinions  we  often  hear 
voiced  so  emphatically. 

I  overheard  this  statement  one  day  on  a  street- 
car:    "These  Socialists  ought  to  be  locked  up  for  all  the 
trouble  they  are  causing."    I  wonder  if  the  person  who 
made  the  statement  ever  read  any  literature  on  Socialism, 
or  had  the  slightest  conception  of  any  of  their  principles. 

Again  T  heard  a  similar  statement.  ""Bolsheviks 
are  anarchists."    Probably  the  person  who  uttered  this 
statement  had  never  read  anything  authentic  about  Bolshe- 
vism, or  had  ever  been  interested  enough  to  inquire  any- 
thing about  them  or  their  doctrines.    How  many  times  you 
have  heard  a  statement  to  this  effect  -  "Don't  ever  do 
business  with  a  Jew,  or  you  will  get  the  worst  of  the  bar- 
gain." 

You  may  ask  what  are  our  statements  and  opinions 
based  on  and  why  some  people  are  so  opposed  to  certain 


principles  and  why  others  are  strongly  in  favor  of  them. 
I  used  to  wonder  myself,  yet  through  the  study  of  Psychol- 
ogy some  of  my  wonderment  has  ceased.     At  least  I  know  now 
that  Psychology  is  a  beacon  of  lieht  on  the  sea  of  doubt 
and  perplexity  of  why  we  think  and  speak  as  we  do.     In  oth- 
er words,  what  forces  and  factors  have  contributed  to  form 
our  attitudes? 

I  shall  make  an  attempt  to  show  how  our  attitudes 
are  formed  and  how  our  speech  and  thoughts  are  influenced 
by  them. 

As  the  study  of  attitudes  is  such  a  vast  subject 
it  seemed  wiser  and  more  convincing  to  confine  this  thesis 
to  the  attitudes  on  five  sutjects  rather  widely  and  popu- 
larly discussed  to-day.     Therefore  I  have  chosen  Socialism, 
Communism,  Atheism,  Capitalism  and  Polshevism  as  my  five 
subjects  and  have  endeavored  to  determine  by  an  investiga- 
tion the  relationship  between  knowledge  and  tolerance  which 
will  show  you  the  respective  attitudes  of  various  groups  on 
these  subjects. 

before  discussing-  either  opinions  or  attitudes 
at  any  length  there  is  one  factor  that  has  to  be  consider- 
ed at  some  length,  as  it  plays  a  tremendous  role  in  influ- 
encing our  attitudes  both  consciously  and  unconsciously, 
and  that  is  the  factor  of  prejudice.     7/e  may  say  that  ad- 
verse opinion  is  akin  to  prejudice  and  tolerance  indicates 
a  lack  of  prejudice. 

Hone  of  us  perhaps  realizes  to  what  a  great  ex- 
tent prejudice  affects  and  colors  all  human  behavior.  On 
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account  of  its  subtlety  it  plays  a  vital  part  in  our  lives 
and  is  often  difficult  to  recognize;  yet  by  careful  analysis 
into  most  aspects  of  human  behavior  and  keen  observation  we 
can  often  detect  the  reasons  for  many  of  our  prejudices. 

What  is  prejudice?    First  of  all  prejudice  is  a 
judgment  or  an  opinion  formed  ahead  of  time.     It  is  an  opin- 
ion that  is  both  illogical  and  biased.    Prejudices  resemble 
"fixed  ideas"  or  a  complex  on  some  subject  which  is  mani- 
fested by  narrow-mindedness,  bigotry  and  fanaticism.  It 
may  also  be  termed  monoideaism,  which  means  one  idea.  The 
mind  is  tilted  in  one  direction  in  exclusion  of  other  ideas. 

Josiah  Morse  defines  prejudfcte  as  "undue  prepos- 
session in  favor  of  or  against  some  person,  theory,  or  idea 
as  a  mental  cramp  or  tension  which  renders  an  individual 
unable  to  see  or  consider  anything  but  from  a  single  point 
of  view."  (1)    we  fin(i  that  the  prejudiced  person  is  ob- 
stinate and  stubborn  and  he  is  often  impossible  to  con- 
vince.    The  old  saying  -  "He  convinced  against  his  will 
is  of  the  same  opinion  still"  is  very  true  as  far  as  pre- 
judice is  concerned. 

The  result  is  that  we  do  not  look  at  things 
clearly  -  prejudice  becomes  a  disordered  apperception. 
It  is  just  like  looking  at  everything  with  rosy  glasses

one  day  and  the  next  day  looking  at  the  same  things  with 
black  glasses.    We  don't  learn  to  distinguish  accurately. 
The  old  saying  of  "none  are  so  blind  as  those  who  won't 
see"  is  certainly  correct. 

Prejudice  is  usually  tinged  with  strong  emotion- 
al feeling.    We  are  influenced  by  our  emotions  rather  than 
by  our  reason.    This  is  very  evident  in  our  everyday  life. 
We  refuse  to  believe  anything  detrimental  about  our  family 
or  friends  but  are  always  ready  to  believe  the  slightest 
insinuation  about  our  enemies  although  it  may  be  entirely 
unfounded.    How  many  examples  of  this  type  of  prejudice 
we  see  in  the  political  world.    The  Republicans  delight 
in  passing  disparaging  remarks  about  the  Democrats  and 
vice-versa.    We  become  conditioned  toward  certain  words 
or  terms  and  the  mere  suggestion  of  any  of  them  immediate- 
ly plays  on  our  emotions  and  our  prejudices  are  displayed. 
Recall  some  of  the  political  speeches  made  in  the  last 
campaign  and  you  will  remember  that  their  entire  struc- 
ture with  their  emotionally  toned  words  and  phrases  was 
based  on  the  primacy  of  each  party. 

Prejudice  is  a  social  menace  and  is  the  cause 
of  many  of  our  conflicts  and  hatreds.    The  prejudiced  per- 
son is  bigoted  and  very  intolerant.     It  gives  rise  to  feel- 
ings of  superiority  especially  about  one's  own  group  in  all 
of  its  particular  phases. 

Let  us  trace  some  of  the  origins  of  prejudice. 
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Prom  a  Psychological  point  of  view  let  us  call  prejudice  a 
conditioned  response  in  which  the  various  lanes  of  learning 
function.    We  react  according  to  our  previous  experiences 
of  stimulus  and  response  to  certain  situations.    A  child 
has  no  prejudices  except  those  that  have  been  instilled 
into  him  either  by  his  training  or  the  influence  of  others 
in  his  environment.    This  fact  is  convincing  especially  in 
racial  prejudices.     A  white  child  will  play  with  a  black  or 
yellow  child  in  perfect  contentment  until  the  racial  and 
social  differences  are  explained  to  him  by  his  parents  or 
elders.    Early  in  the  child's  life  we  begin  to  construct 
for  him  patterns  that  will  serve  as  molds  for  his  behavior. 
The  difference  of  color,  of  skin,  or  odor,  of  voice,  or  of 
speech  becomes  so  engrained  in  us  that  we  look  at  the  strang- 
er with  fear  and  wonderment.    Lasker  has  written  a  book  en- 
titled "Race  Attitudes  in  Children"  which  shows  how  preju- 
dice is  built  up.    Witness  in  our  own  country  the  hatred 
of  the  negro  in  the  South,  the  hatred  of  the  Mexican  in  the 
West,  the  hatred  of  the  Jew  in  New  York.     I  shall  discuss 
the  racial  projudices  a  little  later  in  more  detail. 

It  is  then  safe  to  say  that  we  don't  inherit  our 
prejudices  but  that  we  are  conditioned  to  them  by  our  train- 
ing and  environment.    A  prejudice  becomes  a  habit  of  thought

and  a  habit  is  nothing  more  than  the  tendency  of  nerve  im- 
pulses to  follow  well  worn  paths  relating  to  previous  ex- 
periences.    Individuals  tend  to  react  in  the  same  manner

and  thus  with  every  situation  that  calls  out  the  same  re- 
sponse the  conditioning  becomes  stronger  which  results  in 
the  fact  that  our  prejudices  become  firmer.    That  is  why 
the  older  we  grow  the  more  difficult  it  "becomes  to  change 
our  opinions  and  attitudes  unless  we  understand  how  they 
may  be  reconditioned.    The  child  who  is  fortunate  enough 
to  have  been  brought  up  by  parents  who  have  escaped  from 
having  many  prejudices  will  lead  a  much  happier  and  broad- 
er life  than  the  one  whose  parents  possessed  a  great  many 
prejudices. 

One  might  ask  are  there  any  other  factors  that 
our  prejudices  are  based  upon  besides  training  and  environ- 
ment.   There  are  several  other  factors  which  contribute  to 
our  prejudices  that  are  based  on  cultural  and  historical 
forces,  such  as  stereotype  patterns,  myths  and  legends. 
They  are  the  most  difficult  to  recognize  and  deal  with,  as 
one  may  not  be  aware  of  their  existence.    Bogrardus  speaks 
of  the  "Particularistic  Fallacy"  which  he  describes  as 
follows:  "Out  of  false  interpretations  and  from  correct 
analyses  of  faulty  traditions,  people  construct  defective 
pictures." 

When  you  read  many  of  the  essays  on  the  five  sub- 
jects I  have  chosen  in  the  body  of  the  thesis  you  will  see 
how  true  the  above  statement  is.    We  tend  to  generalize  on 
one  example  or  from  one  experience  which  we  think  is  typi- 
cal.   How  little  do  we  realize  how  greatly  we  are  influ- 
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enced  by  the  vast  body  of  folklore  and  traditions  that  are 
handed  down  to  us  from  generation  to  generation. 

I  shall  restrict  any  detailed  account  of  racial 
prejudices  to  Ant i -Foreigner  Prejudice  in  America.    We  like 
to  keep  our  superiority  by  thinking  we  are  descendants  of 
those  who  came  over  in  the  Mayflower  and  we  are  antagonis- 
tic toward  anyone  who  can  not  boast  of  that  distinction. 
We  have  stereotype  patterns  for  different  groups  and  judge 
everyone  according  to  his  stereotype  pattern.    According  to 
us  every  Jew,  every  Negro,  every  Jap  is  like  every  other  Jew, 
Negro  or  Jap. 

As  Kimball  Young  has  stated  (2)  this  pigeon-holing 
of  persons  into  certain  groups  -  niggers,  wops,  kikes,  funda- 
mentalists, bolsheviks,  radicals,  Babbits  -  is  the  convention- 
al method  of  handling  those  outgroup  members  who  try  to  break 
across  the  barriers  of  our  own  in-groups.     nIt  is  a  constant 
struggle  between  the  in-group  and  the  out -group  and  the  typ- 
ical in-group  superiority  is  expressed  throughout  the  strug- 
gle."   In  the  schools,  in  the  church,  in  fact  wherever  chil- 
dren meet  we  see  the  prejudice  of  the  so  called  "American* 
and  the  foreigner.     Parents  often  refuse  to  send  their  chil- 
dren to  schools  in  which  there  is  a  high  foreign  percentage. 
We  think  of  the  Germans  as  monsters  who  committed  so  many 
atrocities  during  the  world  war.    So  is  the  Russian  commun-

ist  considered  as  a  menace  to  society  and  a  "bomb  thrower." 

Economic  prejudice  is  also  built  up  by  myths  and 
historical  legends  accompanied  by  the  conflict  of  the  in- 
group  versus  the  out -group.     The  laborer  has  heard  so  many 
tales  of  the  rich  employer  that  he  hates  all  rich  employers 
and  blames  them  all  for  every  kind  of  economic  hardship. 
Then  the  employer  in  his  turn  is  prejudiced  against  the  la- 
borer and  considers  all  laborers  as  stereotype  examples. 
The  employer  assumes  an  attitude  of  superiority  toward  the 
working  class  and  must  live  up  to  his  role  as  the  big  com- 
petent business  man  who  manages  his  particular  industry  or 
corporation  better  than  anyone  else  could  manage  it.  Is 
it  any  wonder  that  there  is  eonstant  friction  between  the 
two  groups,  as  each  group  has  become  so  conditioned  by  its 
myths,  legends,  and  stereotype  examples  of  the  other  group? 

As  a  result  the  laborer  hates  the  capitalist  and 
vice-versa,  each  one  is  intolerant  of  the  other.     Neither  one 
understands  the  other's  situation  adequately  enough  to  improve 
conditions  which  are  at  the  present  time  a  handicap  to  both 
of  them.    Much  of  our  present  economic  distress  could  be 
a^eviated  if  we  could  only  eliminate  some  of  the  prejudice 
that  has  been  so  conditioned  in  both  individuals.     The  re- 
sults of  the  questionnaire  on  Capitalism  show  to  what  a 
great  extent  people  were  influenced  by  prejudice,  so  much  so 
that  there  was  less  consistency  between  tolerance  and  knowl- 
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edge  than  on  any  of  the  other  subjects. 

Religious  prejudices  are  as  paramount  as  any  other 
type  of  prejudices.     The  same  struggle  of  the  in-group  ver- 
sus  the  out-group  with  each  one  trying  to  feel  his  superior- 
ity gives  rise  to  constant  resentment,  "bitterness,  antago- 
nism and  rivalry.     The  Jew  thinks  that  he  is  superior  be- 
cause he  is  one  of  God's  "Chosen  People"  but  the  Christian 
looks  upon  him  either  as  inferior  and  offensive,  or  arro- 
gant and  officious.     The  Jew  is  barred  from  the  exclusive 
clubs  and  hotels  that  the  Gentile  patronizes.     7/ven  in  the 
professional  world  the  Jew  feels  this  pressure  against  him 
and  often  finds  it  extremely  difficult  to  secure  a  position 
especially  in  the  teaching  profession.     I  know  of  several  in- 
cidents where  Jews  felt  obliged  to  change  their  names  to  con- 
ceal their  nationality  on  account  of  the  strong  prejudice 
against  them.    As  a  result  we  think  of  the  Jew  as  being  an 
agitator  or  a  radical  who  should  be  deported. 

When  I  compared  the  attitudes  of  those,  whose  re- 
ligious faiths  I  knew,  on  Atheism,  I  discovered  that  the 
Protestant  in  the  majority  of  cases  was  much  more  tolerant 
than  the  Catholic,  showing  the  significance  of  the  correla- 
tion between  knowledge  and  tolerance.  The  Catholic  is  much 
more  prejudiced  against  Atheism  than  the  Protestant,  as  the 
*  former  has  a  great  many  more  stereotype  myths  and  legends 

to  which  he  has  been  conditioned.     He  is  intolerant  which 
shows  his  ignorance  or  lack  of  knowledge  on  the  subject. 
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The  Protestant  has  a  much  greater  opportunity  to  learn  some- 
thing about  Atheism,  as  his  religion  is  less  restricting  and 
confining  in  its  teachings.    As  a  result  the  Protestant  is 
more  tolerant  in  his  views  on  Atheism  than  the  Catholic. 

I 

There  are  other  forms  of  prejudice  but  I  have 
tried  to  stress  those  that  have  particular  bearing  on  the 
attitudes  of  various  individuals  on  the  five  subjects  I 
have  selected;  namely,  on  Socialism,  Communism,  Atheism, 
Capitalism,  Polshevism. 

Unfortunately  our  prejudices  have  increased  as 
society  has  become  more  and  more  complex.    Psychology  and 
Sociology  are  very  helpful  and  valuable  in  teaching  indi- 
viduals to  understand  how  prejudices  may  arise  and  how  to 
be  able  to  analyze  the  causes  of  many  of  them.    We  all 
have  to  learn  to  defer  our  judgment,  to  view  all  questions 
from  a  more  logical  view  point  with  an  attempt  to  reduce 
our  emotional  tendencies  to  jump  at  conclusions  to 
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a  minimum  degree.    When  we  have  accomplished  this,  we  shall 
be  more  broad-minded,  liberal,  yet  critical,  in  truth  saner 
citizens  and  will  make  society  a  batter  place  in  which  to 
live. 

I  came  across  this  little  poem  in  my  reading  which 
sums  up  in  my  mind  the  definition  of  prejudice  in  all  its 
aspects  better  than  anything  else  I  have  ever  read,  or  heard 

"Prejudice  - 

is  an  orphan  opinion, 
is  a  judgment  unsupported  by  facts, 
is  a  cheap  substitute  for  an  idea, 
is  an  infection  of  a  narrow  mind, 
is  usually  a  mark  of  ignorance, 
is  a  sight  draft  on  bigotry, 
is  an  unpardonable  sin  against 
honesty. w 

This  discussion  on  prejudice  will  show  you  how 
closely  prejudices  and  attitudes  are  allied  and  to  what  a 
great  extent  attitudes  are  built  up  from  the  different 
types  of  prejudices. 

In  order  to  have  a  better  understanding  of  what  is 
meant  by  the  term  attitude  and  just  how  much  it  includes  it 
seems  wise  at  this  point  to  define  it.     I  am  quoting  the 
best  definition  I  have  ever  come  across:   "An  attitude  is 
the  sum  total  of  a  man's  inclinations  and  feelings,  pre- 
judice or  bias,  preconceived  notions,  ideas,  fears,  threats, 
and  convictions  about  any  specific  topic.     Thus  a  man's  at- 
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titude about  pacifism  means  here  all  that  he  feels  and  thinks 
about  peace  and  war.     It  is  admittedly  a  subjective  and  per- 
sonal affair."  (3) 

Other  writers  have  spoken  of  attitudes  as  "mental 
sets."    H.  0.  Warren  has  given  this  definition  explaining 
how  attitudes  arise:  "When  a  certain  type  of  experience  is 
constantly  repeated  a  change  of  set  is  brought  about  which 
affects  many  central  neurons  and  tends  to  spread  over  other 
parts  of  the  central  nervous  system.    These  changes  in  the 
general  set  of  the  central  nervous  system  temper  the  pro- 
cess of  reception;  they  lead  to  the  formation  of  certain 
general  modes  of  receiving  and  integrating  stimuli.  A 
man's  attitude  toward  any  situation  which  confronts  him 
is  quite  as  important  a  factor  in  his  mental  life  as  the 
nature  of  the  specific  stimuli  which  enter  into  that  sit- 
uation.   Attitudes  alter  from  time  to  time  with  the  growth 
of  experience;  but  changes  of  attitude  proceed  far  more 
slowly  than  changes  of  specific  mental  states."  (4) 

Attitudes  then  anticipate  so  much  of  human  beha- 
vior.   That  is  why  it  is  very  essential  that  they  be  recog- 
nized in  the  field  of  every  day  life.    As  Kimball  Young  so 
clearly  states  it:  "Attitudes  are  really  forms  of  habit 
and  bespeak  one's  actual  trends  in  conduct  better  than  do

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the  verbalized  rationalizations  which  we  call  opinions.  At- 
titudes thus  offer  a  clue  to  the  unraveling  of  human  motives."

That  could  he  of  greater  value  than  understanding  one's  at- 
titudes if  it  gives  us  only  the  slightest  insight  into  the 
intricacies  and  complexities  of  the  mind  which  make  human  be- 
havior so  difficult  to  analyze? 

How  you  may  inquire  what  is  the  relation  between 
opinion  and  attitude.    An  opinion  is  the  verbal  or  written 
expression  of  an  attitude.     In  other  words,  an  opinion  is 
the  symbol  of  an  attitude.    We  are  therefore  more  interest- 
ed in  one's  attitudes  than  in  one's  opinions.     Of  course, 
the  opinion  must  not  be  overlooked  as  it  is  through  the 
opinion  that  we  discover  the  attitude.    The  difficulty  in 
using  the  opinion  solely  as  an  index  of  attitude  is  that 
the  opinion  may  not  be  the  truth.    Even  our  actions  may 
sometimes  conceal  or  distort  our  attitudes.    Yet  accord- 
ing to  L.  L.  Thurstone  "It  must  be  recognized  that  there  is 
a  discrepancy,  some  error  of  measurement,  as  it  were,  be- 
tween the  opinion  or  overt  action  that  we  use  as  an  index 
and  the  attitude  that  we  infer  from  such  an  index.  But 
this  discrepancy  between  the  index  and  'truth'  is  univer- 
sal.   Truth  is  inferred  only  from  the  relative  consistency 
of  the  several  indices,  since  it  is  never  directly  known. 
We  are  dealing  with  the  same  type  of  situation  in  attempt-

As  you  will  see  in  the  conclusion  of  the  investigation 
a  used  in  this  particular  thesis,   I  have  attempted  to  determine 

the  different  attitudes  as  expressed  by  the  acceptance  or 
rejection  of  opinions,  or  rather  let  us  call  it  tolerance  in 
relation  to  the  knowledge  on  the  particular  subjects.     In  this 
investigation  let  us  assume  that  people  have  written  what  they 
believe  even  if  it  can  not  be  definitely  proven. 

I  shall  attempt  to  define  tolerance  and  knowledge 
briefly  so  there  will  be  a  clearer  understanding  of  what  I  mean 
by  the  two  terms  and  how  I  graded  the  questionnaires. 

Tolerance  represents  an  attitude  of  forbearance  with 
reference  to  views  and  opinions  with  which  one  may  not  be  fully 
in  sympathy.     It  implies  freedom  from  bigotry.     In  other  words 
the  person  who  is  tolerant  toward  Socialism  may  not  agree  with  its 
principles,  but  yet  will  consider  them  from  a  broadminded  view- 
point and  realize  these  principles  may  possess  certain  truths? 
whereas  the  person  who  is  intolerant  toward  Socialism  will  condemn 
its  principles  without  any  justification.     Thus  the  tolerant 
individual  is  openminded  and  looks  at  the  subject  from  both  angles 
with  a  logical,  unbiased  opinion. 

You  may  ask  what  factor  determines  the  degree  of

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tolerance.   This  is  where  knowledge  has  its  connection  with 
tolerance.    The  most  tolerant  individual  on  a  certain  subject 
is  usually  the  individual  who  displays  the  greatest  amount 
of  knowledge  on  that  subject.    Adversely,  the  least  tolerant 
individual  usually  displays  the  slightest  amount  of  knowledge. 

Now  just  what  do  we  mean  by  knowledge? 

Knowledge  is  an  act  or  state  of  possessing  certain 
facts  which  we  assume  to  be  correct  on  the  particular  subject 
in  question.     It  means  having  a  clear  definite  perception  of 
the  facts.    A  person's  knowledge  on  a  particular  subject  re- 
presents the  sum  of  his  information  on  that  subject.  The 
higher  the  degree  of  knowledge  the  more  free  it  is  from 
prejudice  and  bigotry. 

Thus  I  am  contending  that  a  high  degree  of  knowl- 
edge should  correlate  positively  with  a  high  degree  of  tol- 
erance.   Adverse  opinion,  then,  which  is  apt  to  be  intoler- 
ant, indicates  ignorance  or  lack  of  knowledge.    After  read- 
ing the  results  taken  from  the  questionnaires  you  will  see 
how  significant  the  correlation  is  between  tolerance  and 
knowledge  that  serves  to  describe  one's  attitude. 
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The  procedure  used  in  determining  the  relationship 
between  knowledge  and  tolerance  on  Socialism,  Communism,  Athe- 
ism, Capitalism,  and  Bolshevism  was,  first,  a  set  of  twenty- 
five  statements,  -  five  on  each  of  the  above  mentioned  sub- 
jects, to  be  underlined  as  true  or  false  according  to  each 
person's  opinion;  and,  secondly,  each  person  was  asked  to 
write  a  brief  essay  explaining  the  principles  and  policies 
according  to  his  understanding  on  each  of  the  five  subjects. 

There  were  three  distinct  groups  of  people  used  - 
namely,  fifty  High  School  pupils,  fifty  College  students, 
and  fifty  adults,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
people  who  answered  the  questionnaires.     Of  these  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  I  have  selected  ten  from  each  group  -  thirty  - 
in  all  -  which  I  am  including  in  this  thesis.  Fictitious 
names  have  been  assigned  to  each  paper  in  order  not  to  dis- 
close any  one's  identity. 

The  statements  were  marked  on  a  scale  of  0  to  5 
on  each  sub.iect  separately.    A  score  of  0  would  mean  that 
the  person  did  not  agree  with  any  of  the  statements  in  fa- 
vor of  that  particular  sub.iect.     For  example,  the  extreme 
anti-Socialist  would  have  a  score  of  0  on  the  five  state- 
ments on  Socialism,  meaning  that  he  was  extremely  intol- 
erant on  that  subject;  whereas  the  extreme  Socialist 
would  probably  have  a  score  of  5,  meaning  in  the  latter 
case  that  he  was  extremely  tolerant  on  that  subject. 

Thus  the  answering  of  the  statements  on  the 
five  subjects  show  the  degree  of  a  person's  tolerance 
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toward  the  particular  subjects. 

The  following  table  will  show  exactly  how  the 
scale  was  used:-

Socialism  is  a  political  and  economic  theory  of  social  re- 
organization the  essential  feature  of  it  being  the  control  of  economic 
activities.     Socialism  originated  about  1635,  it  progressed  rapidly 
under  Karl  Marx  who  preached  the  overthrow  of  Capitalism  and  the  dic- 
tatorship of  the  proletariat.     The  word  Socialism  originated  from  the 
~n?lish  body  of  Communists  and  was  used  by  them  to  designate  their 
own  doctrine.     The  World  far  split  the  party  into  two  groups  one  fav- 
oring- the  wsr  the  other  against  it.     The  party  in  the  U.S.  at  that 
time  headed  by  Eugene  Debbs  opposed  the  entrance  of  the  U.S.  and  its 
leader  was  thrown  into  prison  under  the  Espionage  Act.    While  Debbs 
was  irj  rrison  he  ran  for  president  and  received  919799  votes,  this 
was  in  1920.     It  did  not  do  so  well  in  the  following  years  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  country  w^s  enjoying  a  period  of  prosperity. 

There  have  been  Socia  istic  government  In  Denmark  and 
S  eden  and  there  have  been  Socialist  representatives  in  the  govern- 
ment of  Belgium.    Before  the  Fschist  government  came  into  power  in 
Italy  the  socialist  party  was  very  strong.

ties.     On  the  liquor  question  they  believe  in  the  government  super- 
vision of  distributing  liquor  and  the  manufacture  of  such  liquors 
owned  and  supervised  by  the  government.    A  Socialist  has  a  definite 
theory  or  political  program  indicating  what  the  result  shall  be. 
There  is  no  proof  that  a  socialist  tyre  of  government  could  succeed 
in  the  U.S.  because  it  hi  s  never  been  tried.    But  it  would  surely 
do  away  with  the  graft  in  the  government  offices.

It  has 
been  created  by  labor,  with  the  aid  of  capital  and  land  hut  an  indis- 
pensable condition  has  been  the  saving  of  money  means.     In  the  earlier 
days  capital  creation,  a  worker  who  had  saved  up  consumr+ion  poods  was 
free  to  turn  his  energies  to  the  fashioning  of  tools.

haa  attained  the  ultimate  peak  of  material  civilization. 

The  proponents  of  Socialism  deny  that  the  best  interests 
of  humankind  are  promoted  "by  unrestricted  competition  for  pro- 
fit,    father  do  they  envisage  a  national  community  motivated 
by  coordination  in  work,  not  for  ptofit,  but  for  Use.  Social- 
ism thus  is  both  a  political  and  an  economic  theory:  Believing 
economically  that  the  opportunities  of  life  and  the  rewards 

of  labor  PhPn  De  equitably  distributed  in  fact  not  as  we 

have  them  in  our  Teclaration  and  Constitution  in  theory  onl3r-- 
the  Socialists  are  forced  to  a  corresponding  political  con- 
cept. In  order  that  opportunities  and  rewards  may  actually 
be  shared  by  the  community  as  a  whole,  the  community  cannot  be 
left  to  its  own  individual  devices  (as  by  the  Laispez-faire 
method  of  capitalism)  cut  must  be  planned  and  controlled  by 
the  community  itself.

Socialism  does  not  go  so  far  as  to  deny  rights  to  pro- 
perty hut  v<olds  that  property  shall  he  run  or  administered 
not  so  much  for  profit  as  for  the  general  good  and  the  communal 
use.     Communism  goes  a  step  farther  in  denying  any  property 
rights  to  private  persons. 

In  a  communistic  State  large  powers  are  given  not,  as 
with  as, to  the  central  government  but  to  many  small  groups  or 
communes  which  own  and  use  everything  in  common. 

At  the  present  time  all  of  Western  Europe  and  the  Tnited 
States,  as  well  as  Latin  America,  the  British  Dominions  and 
Japan  are  arrayed  in  political  principle  against  Russia.  The 
last  named  nation  is  Communistic  or  "Red."     The  others,  indeed 
all  the  other  powers  and  nations  of  the  earth, are  capitalistic 
in  their  economic  structure. 

This  is  why  Russia  is  so  generally  feared.  Communism 
is  also  making  headway  in  China  today,  shows  its  head  in  Japan 
and  has  made  long  strides  in  Germany  since  the  war.    A  society 
sick  of  cnpitalistic  selfishness  turns  towards  what  appears  to 
he  a  sqparer  deal.

After  comparing  the  results  on  Table  T  which  gives 
the  Arithmetic  Means  on  both}te>l6r3nee  and  knowledge  you  will

We  might  have  expected  the  College  group  to  have 
ranked  higher  than  the  Adult  group  in  respect  to  knowledge 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  but  in  this  case  the  Adult 
group  was  a  very  heterogeneous  and  highly  selected  group. 
T  "hall  give  a  brief  table  showing  the  status  of  the  Adult 
group  which  will  probably  explain  why  the  adult  group 
ranked  higher  than  the  College  group.

It  is  also  significant  to  note  on  Table  I  that  the 
Adult  group  had  its  highest  rating  and  also  the  highest  of 
the  three  groups  in  respect  to  knowledge  on  Capitalism. 
This  was  perhaps  due  tc  the  fact  that  there  were  thirteen 
men  and  eight  women  engaged  in  business  enterprises  of 
some  type  on  this  group  where  they  hear  Capitalism  praised 
and  condemned. 

It  is  Just  as  significant  to  note  on  Table  I 
that  the  College  Group  had  its  highest  rating  and  the 
highest  of  the  three  groups  in  respect  to  knowledge  on 
Atheism  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  after  taking 
courses  in  Philosophy  and  Psychology  college  students 
are  less  susceptible  to  prejudice  on  atheism  and  have 
learned  nore  about  it  than  either  of  the  other  two 
groups . 

As  it  would  be  expected  the  High  School  group 
had  the  lowest  total  of  the  three  groups  in  respect  to 
both^tolerance  and  knowledge  on  the  average  of  the  five 
subjects.    vet  if  you  compare  the  figures  0.56  which  the 
High  School  group  received  on  Polshevism  with  0.54  which 
the  College  group  received  on  Bolshevism  you  will  see 
that  the  High  School  group  rated  .02  point  higher.  The 
only  way  I  can  account  for  the  slight  difference  in  fav- 
or of  the  High  School  group  is  that  there  i  were  sixteen

who  received  a  score  of  zero  as  they  had  written  nothing  on 
the  subject  and  eleven  with  a  score  of  -1  for  an  entirely- 
incorrect  essay  as  compared  with  only  10  in  the  College 
group  with  a  score  of  zero  and  fifteen    with  a  score  of 
-1,  which  would  make  the  College  result  slightly  lower  as 
-1  was  rated  as  lower  than  zero  on  the  calculations. 

booking  at  the  totals  of  the  five  subjects  in 
respect  to  b othjtoleranceand  knowledge  you  will  notice  that 
Socialism  had  the  highest  total  -  a  total  of  3.01  on  toler- 
anceand  a  total  of  2.47  on  knowledge  which  represents  less 
than  a  fair  degree  of  knowledge  on  the  subject  by  the  three 
groups.     The  rating  on  Socialism  was  higher  than  on  any  of 
the  other  subjects  as  Socialism  has  been  more  widely  dis- 
cussed than  any  of  the  other  subjects  especially  prior  to 
presidential  election  last  fall.    Ivorman  Thomas  has  been 
such  an  outstanding  figure  the  last  few  years  that  his 
personality  has  probably  inspired  many  oral  and  written 
discissions  in  favor  of  and  against  Socialism.     In  other 
words  there  have  been  stronger  mental  pictures  of  Social- 
ism built  up  in  the  mind  than  about  any  of  the  other  sub- 
jects.    The  High  School  and  College  groups  had  the  same 
rating  onH;olerance  vhich  was  rather  singular;  although  the 
correlation  of  the  High  School  group  betweenjtolerance and 
knowledge  was  less  significant  as  you  will  see  discussed 
later  in  connection  with  tables  TIT  and  TV. 

Atheism  had  the  second  highest  total  in  re- 
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spect    to  botht($leran©*eand  knowledge  -  a  total  of  3.00  on 
tolerance  and  2.27  on  knowledge.     As  was  said  previously  the 
*  College  group  not  only  had  the  highest  score  on  both  toler 

anceand  knowledge  hut  also  had  the  highest  rating  of  any 
of  the  five  subjects  on  Atheism;  namely,  a  score  of  4.50 
oAoleranceand  2.98  on  knowledge.    Yet  the  total  scores 
on  Atheism  were  lower  than  the  scores  on  Socialism  on  ac- 
count of  the  comparatively  low  scores  of  the  High  School 
group  -  1.58  on|toleranceHnd  1.32  on  knowledge. 

The  third  highest  total  was  on  Capitalism  -  in 
respect  to  bothjt  oleranaeand  knowledge.     The  correlation 
oftoleranceand  knowledge  will  be  discussed  later  as  the 
results  on  Capitalism  seem  to  be  the  least  satisfactory 
of  the  five  subjects. 

In  respect  t ojtolerancethe  fourth  highest  total 
was  on  Bolshevism,  but  in  respect  to  knowledge  the  fourth 
highest  total  was  on  Communism;  whereas  the  lowest  total 
in  respect  t ojtolerancewas  on  Communism  and  the  lowest 
total  in  respect  to  knowledge  was  on  Bolshevism.     It  is 
natural  I  think  that  the  lowest  total  on  knowledge  was 
on  Bolshevism  -  a  total  of  1.02  as  after  all  the  term 
has  been  used  so  vaguely  and  incorrectly  that  we  have 
built  up  faulty  mental  pictures  of  it  in  our  minds. 

The  total  score  on  all  subjects  by  the  three 
groups  was  a  score  of  2.36  onit oleranceand  2.00  on  knowl- 
edge which  is  most  convincing  that  people  know  very  little 
about  any  of  these  subjects  and  that  their  respective  opin 
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ions  are  of  very  slight  value. 

Let  us  turn  back  to  Table  II  which  will  give  us 
the  standard  deviations  on  all  subjects  in  respect  to  both 
tolerance  and  knowledge,  which  means  the  regularity  or  uni- 
formity of  distribution  of  scores  about  the  mean. 

There  was  the  greatest  deviation  on  both  tolerance 
and  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  Adult  group,  probably  be- 
cause it  was  such  a  diversified  group,  being  composed  of 
people  of  varying  ages  professions  and  from  different  lo- 
calities, having  different  prejudices  and  different  stereo- 
type examples. 

The  College  group  showed  the  smallest  deviation 
on  both  tolerance  and  knowledge,  indicating  it  was  much  more 
of  a  uniform  group  in  respect  to  its  tolerance  and  knowl- 
edge and  had  been  more  or  less  influenced  by  the  same  type 
of  prejudices  and  stereotype  patterns. 

We  have  still  the  most  significant  table  of  all 
to  consider  which  will  show  you  the  significance  of  the 
correlation  between  tolerance  and  knowledge.     On  Table  IV 
which  gives  the  refined  coefficients  of  correlation  and 
also  their  probable  errors. 

First  of  all  we  shall  compare  the  coefficients 
on  each  subject.     The  highest  and  most  significant  coef- 
ficient was  on  Socialism  and  still  more  significant  is 
the  fact  that  the  Adult  group  had  the  highest  coefficient 
of  the  three  groups  which  establishes  the  fact  that  the 
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higher  the  coefficient  of  correlation  is  the  higher  the  degree 
of  knowledge.     The  College  group  had  the  second  highest  coef- 
ficient and  the  Eigh  School  group  the  lowest  coefficient 
both  in  proportion  to  their  score  on  knowledge.     In  other 
words  the  three  groups  not  only  knew  more  about  Socialism 
hut  they  were  more  consistent  in  their  treatment  of  it  in 
respect  totoler>anceand  knowledge  and  were  less  influenced 
by  prejudice  than  on  any  of  the  other  subjects. 

Let  us  compare  the  second  highest  coefficient 
which  was  on  Bolshevism,  and  here  again  we  find  the  Adult 
group  having  the  highest  coefficient  of  the  three  groups. 
The  High  School  group  having  the  second  highest  coefficient 
and  the  College  group  having  the  lowest  coefficient  again 
tooth  in  proportion  to  their  score  on  knowledge. 

The  third  highest  coefficient  was  on  Communism 
and  we  find  that  the  Adult  group  is  the  only  group  whose 
coefficient  has  any  particular  significant  correlation; 
as  the  College  group  has  such  a  small  coefficient  it  has 
only  a  slight  significance,  and  the  coefficient  of  the 
High   3chool  group  which  was  -.01  couldn't  be  considered 
as  significant  at  all. 

Comparing  the  totals  of  the  coefficients  of 

) 

Atheism  and  Capitalism  we  see  that  they  are  both  insigni- 
ficant and  can  not  be  considered  as  showing  any  good  cor- 
relation betweentoleranceand  knov/ledge  on  these  two  sub- 


jects . 

On  Atheism  the  only  coefficient  that  is  at  all  sig- 
nificant is  the  coefficient  of  the  Adult  group;  but  as  the 
coefficient  of  both  the  College  and  the  High  School  have  no 
significance  at  all,  the  total  of  the  coefficient  of  the 
three  groups  is  too  low  to  have    any  significance. 

The  coefficients  on  Capitalism  are  still  less  sig- 
nificant than  those  on  Atheism.    Hone  of  the  three  groups 
had  a  coefficient  of  any  significance,  consequently  the  to- 
tal which  is  +.01  has  no  significance  at  all.    Either  the 
true  and  false  statements  were  ambiguous  and  misleading  or 
the  factor  of  prejudice  was  so  strong  that  there  was  less 
consistency  betweentoleranceand  knowledge  than  on  any  of 
the  other  sub iects. 

Yet  the  total  coefficients  of  the  three  groups 
are  all  significant.     The  High  School  group  having  the 
least  significant  of  the  three,  «t  .19  as  we  should  expect, 
the  College  group  having  the  next  significant  coefficient, 
* .41  and  the  Adult  group  having  the  most  significant  co- 
efficient +  .63. 
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The  total  coefficient  of  ■*  .40  which  represents  the  total 
of  the  five  sub.iects  and  the  final  average  of  the  three 
groups  is  high  enough  to  be  considered  as  showing  a  signifi- 
cant correlation  betweent oleranceand  knowledge,  furthermore 
this  result  will  prove  I  hope,  that  the  investigation  has 
not  been  entirely  futile  and  I  can  still  contend  that  there 
is  a  strong  correlation  betweent oleranceand  knowledge  whioh 
has  to  be  considered  as  an  important  feature  in  the  struc- 
ture and  analysis  of  attitude. 


RESUME 

"There  is  one  only  good,  namely,  knowledge;  and 
one  only  evil,  ignorance,"  -  Socrates. 

This  investigation  has  not  been  carried  on  for  the 
purpose  of  portraying  one's  knowledge  or  one's  lack  of  knowl 
edge  on  these  five  subjects,  but  solely  to  show  the  various 
attitudes  and  how  they  had  been  constituted. 

As  was  stated  in  the  Introduction,  an  opinion  is 
merely  the  verbalization  of  an  attitude,  and  tolerance  is 
a  disposition  to  tolerate  opinions,  beliefs,  and  practices, 
with  an  open  mind,  free  from  bigotry.     That  is  why,  by  at- 
tempting to  show  the  correlation  between  tolerance  and  ig- 
norance, or  lack  of  knowledge,  you  will  observe  how  the  at- 
titudes have  been  formed  on  these  particular  subjects. 

If  I  had  chosen  five  other  subjects  the  results 
might  have  been  slightly  different,  although  I  doubt  it. 
For  after  all  we  must  realize  that  the  same  factors  make 
up  our  attitudes  on  all  subjects;  namely,  prejudice,  per- 
sonal feelings  or  reactions,  and  ideas  that  may  be  right  or 
wrong  according  to  our  own  interpretations.    Most  of  the 
statements  which  were  answered  as  either  true  or  false  ap- 
pealed to  the  emotions  rather  than  to  reason.     It  is  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  look  upon  statements  of  that  type  im- 
personally and  consider  them  from  an  unbiased,  logical, 
scientific  viewpoint.    He  who  does  is  in  the  minority  as 
can  readily  be  seen  after  reading  the  questionnaires.  The 
majority  of  the  people  who  received  a  low  score  on  tolerance 
also  received  a  low  score  on  knowledge,  showing  that  they 
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were  prejudiced  against  something  about  which  they  had 
very  little  knowledge. 

The  Psychologist  realizes  more  and  more  the  impor- 
tance of  studying  attitudes  in  an  attempt  to  understand  many 
of  the  aspects  of  human  behavior.     It  is  his  mission,  then, 
to  teach  the  layman  to  understand  not  only  his  own  attitude 
and  how  it  has  been  influenced  but  also  to  attempt  to  under- 
stand the  attitude  of  others.     When  this  may  be  accomplished 
we  shall  see  ignorance  and  prejudice  disappearing,  opinions 
will  have  much  more  value  than  they  do  at  the  present  time, 
and  we  shall  become  tolerant.    We  shall  find  out  just  how 
much  we  know  on  certain  subjects  and  we  shall  be  able  to  in- 
crease our  knowledge  when  we  realize  how  we  have  been  influ- 
enced and  handicapped  by  our  present  attitudes. 

With  the  permission  of  the  writer  I  shall  quote 
part  of  a  letter  I  received  from  a  member  of  the  adult 
group  who  answered  one  of  the  questionnaires: 

"I  am  enclosing  the  questionnaire  with  an  apology 
for  the  slight  knowledge  displayed  in  my  answers.    The  at- 
tempt to  answer  as  well  as  I  was  able  at  present  has  led  me 
into  a  field  of  reading  which  heretofore  I  have  barely 
touched  but  which  I  now  hope  to  cover  more  thoroughly  from 
time  to  time.     These  'isms'  present  a  live  interest,  do  they 
not?n 

In  the  words  of  Socrates  "It  is  no  shame  for  a  man 
to  learn  that  which  he  knowefch  not  whatever  be  his  age." 
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
